Boston, October 26 The re-opening of the court 
this morumg in the Downs-Taber divorce suit was 
the signal for a gatheri g of a large crowd eager 
to see the principal and hear the interesting evi- 
dence which it is supposed will be offered in to- 
day's proceedings of this interesting case.

MR. TABER'S TESTIMONY. 

He said he was married May 19, 1877, and had lived 
in several places in Boston.

We 
were not then members of the church. That was 
in the fail, September or October.

John Russell Young’s Sad Misfortunes 
in the Celestial Kingdom.

Mrs. Young's Death From the Effects 
of the Climate of China- Repre- 
sentative Mitchell's Plan for the 
Improvement of the Nations! Capi- 
tal—A Workingman's Great Risk— 
Senator Palmer's Mean Neighbor. 


Spectal Correspondence of the Post-Disratca. 

WasHINGTON, October 21.—Pr.vate information 
received bere this morning indicates that John 
Russell Young is very ill. His brother, who resides 
here, bas received word from Mr. Youne's physi- 
cians, saying that his recovery is Joubtful. The 
mission to China has been a very unfortunate one 
for Mr. Young. He bas lost there his own health, 
His wife also died from the effects of the climate 
in that country. He was married just before he 
went away upon this mission, His wife contracted 
a fever soon after their arrival, and it turned to 
quick consumption. Sie was ooliged to leave 
the country during the first six 
months of his arriva! there. She went to Paris 
and there a child was born to her a short time 
before ber death. Mr. Young was not with his wife 
when she died. His little daughter, born in Paris, 
was kept by Mrs. Mackey for a time after the 
mother’s death. Then a member of the Marshal! 
Jewell family went over and brought the child 
home to Connecticut. Mrs. Young was a niece of 
the late Marshal! Jewell. Mr. Young had never 
seen this little daughter until he came home from 
China a few weeks ago. This child is with him now 


in Philadelphia. Mr, Young has had a severe fever 
ff and on for nearly a year. He stopped in Cali- 
fornia on his way home to see if the climate there 
would not benefit him. He has steadily grown 
worse since his return to this country. None of his 
friends bad any idea how ill he was. ihe news 
that he will not recover will come asa shock toa 
very wide circie of friends.

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Representative Mitchell of Connecticut, a 
wealtny member of Congress, has rented the house 
formerly occupied by Sunset Cox. Mr. Mitchell 
„ admirer of Wasaington, and bas con- 
ceived a plan for the improvement of the National 
Capitol wuich be proposes to urge upon the atten- 
tion of Congress next winter. He believes |. that 
Congress should appropr.ate enough money ö pur- 
chase all the soul laud of Pennsylvania avenue bo- 
tween the Treasury reservation and the Botanical 
Garden grounds. From these gardens to the 
Treasu there is a rectangle of city lots 
bounded upon the south by the Smithsonian grounds 
and certain public reservations upon whica :s the 
Agricultural Bureau grounds and the extension of 
the reserve upon whica the Washington Monument 
stands. Thisrectangle ofcity lots is covered by 
shabby stores, o saioous, Cheap grog suops, junk 
svores, and, at the upper portiou, is given up entire- 
ly ty the houses of bad repute. The line of houses 
which front upon the avenue are very shabby. Tue 
entire business of tue street of any importance is 
coufined to the north side. Mr. itchell believes 
that this entire property could be bought for five 
or six m.jlions of dollars. Ones pure nased. it could 
be cleared up aod used as a — park and for 
such public buiidiogs as the Governmeut may have 
to bulid here inthe future. His pan would 


permit the handsome market buildinus at Seventn 
street to remain, but ail of the rookeries 
weuld be cleaned out. 


There is no doubt but what this programme 
would do more than anything eise to beautify the 
capital. The Potomac south of the Treasury 
are steadily being reciaimed. It is now only a 
question of time when this once maiariai morass 
will be made ground laid out ia parking, walks and 
drives. Tus reservation extends from the bavks of 
the Potomac River up to the White House grounds, 
aud tuen stretches east nearly a quarter of a mile 
in width across Fourteenth street, ta.ing ip the 
Agricultural Bureau grounds and reaching to 
tue Capitol. Tae Smitusonian grounds, ai.nougn 
purchased by a privaie bequest, are under the 
general control aad direction of Congress, and 
can therefore be properly Classed asa part of the 
public reserve. his reservation, when it crosses 
Sev nth street, reaches to the Capitol going § ast- 
ward, and swings around tothe north and faces 
for av en.ire bioek upou Pennsylvania avenue. 4 he 
natural reserve line of this public domain is the 
soutn side of Peunsylvamia avenue. It the porticn 
already mentioned, uo given up to smali trade 
aud uisreputabie quarters, could be cleared out, no 
better place couid be found for tae National Li.

THE OHIO ELECTION. 


The Legal Proceedings Regarding the Dis- 
puted Legislative Keturns. 

Crscixyati, Ogio, October 26.—Judge Buch- 
walter's little court-room was crowded to its utmost 
capacity this morning by attorneys, candidates 
and citizens miterested in the result 
of the legal proceedings before him 
in coneection with the delivery of § cer- 
tificates of election to the four candidates for 
Senator from Hamilton County. The matter had 
been argued and submitted to him ona demurrer 
and on a motion to dissolve a restraining order 
heretofore issued by bim in favor of the four 


Republican candidates on their petition. He ren- 
dered his decision at considerable length, holding 
as to the demurrer: 1. That there was no mis- 
joinder of parties; that the four ca didates could 
sue together or separately. 2 The court had 
jurisdiction, not to deciare who should hold the 
office, for that was clearly the province of the 
Legisia ure upon a contest; but to declare who was 
entitled to a certificate, for that was a personal 
rigut separate to tue title of office. He hed it was 
not necessary,in order to obtain the aid of the 
court to prevent irreparably 0 to do more than 
make out a prima facie case. hile in this case 
the averments of facts in the petition were in- 
sufficient, yet the plaintiffs were entitied to amend 
ou that particular if necessary, and in any case 
they were entitled roan order to stay the hand of 
tho clerk until the merits of the case could be 
determined in another court. The injunction was 
therefore continued in force, and tue mandamus 
case, involving the same points, was taken up by 
the Circuit Court.

Continuation of the Celebrated Di- 
vorce Suit To-Day. 


The Husband Tells His Story on the 
Stand—Rev. Mr. Downs and Mrs. 
Taber Listen to the Narrative—The 
Startling Testimony of Mr. Taber. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTonr. 

Boston, October 26.—The re-opening of the court 
this morning in the Downs-Taber divorce suit was 
the signal for a gatheri g of a large crowd eager 
to see the principal and hear the interesting evi- 
dence which itis supposed will be offered in to- 
day's proceedings of this interesting case. At 9:15 
o'clock Judge Allen took his seat on the bench and 
called Mr. Taberto thestand. At this writing the 
crowd at the door has grown to several hundred, 
and the constables are taxed to their utmost to 
preserve order and keep them at bay. 

MR. TABER’S TESTIMONY. 
He said he was married May 19, 1877, and had lived 
in several places in Boston. He first saw Mr. 
Downs in 1879. He said: One Sunday we started 
to go to Phillip Brooks Church. but being rather 
late, went to the Bowdoin Square Church. We 
were not then members of the church. That was 
in the fall, September or October. After that we 
went toa church sociable, but my wife attended 
the church quite regularly. In 1880 my wife 


old me she bad experienced religion. 
and she was baptlzed a week after we went to the 
church. Mr. Downs came tomy house. My child 
was born at Worcester and died the same year. I 
only knew of Mr. Downs’ visiis bv what was told 
me. I was told he called very frequeutiy. Ihada 
conversation with my wife in reference to this in 
the presence of Miss Davidson. I roid her it had 
come to my ears that there was talk in the church 
and it wouid soon 
CREATE A SCANDAL. 

She said the poopie i» the church were 
jeaious of her because the minister paid her more 
aitention than he paid teem. Qn one occasion my 
wu e had a vouquet of flowers hid away in tue 
closet. Whi.e we were on Columbus avenue my 
w fe was away a great deal and did not get home 
till quite late on Sundays. We went to Tremont 
strect in 1883 and stayed there until July last. In 
January, 1884, | went home at avout 4:30 o'clock 
oue afternoon. The curtain was down 
within three or four inches and I could 
see Mrs. ‘Taber sitting in Mr. Downs’ iap. 
They put their heads to.ether and [shouldjsay they 
were kissing. When Il wentin found Mr. Downs 
there. Mrs. Taber was passing into the back room 
and she said, ‘I ca..’t find it." IL was passing by the 
hou-e, aud thought 1 would just gv in for a mo- 
ment. Mr. Downs dd not stay more than ten 
minutes. lreferr-d to this incident iu the presence 
of Mr. Downs in March, 1874. There was a 
time iu March, 1881, when I thought 

was converted, and 1 went to Mr. 
Downs with Mrs. Taber. Mr. Downs came into the 
study; sue took my hand and his and said 

‘YOU ARE FRIENDS.’ 
I said, ‘If these things are true, Mrs. Tabers tells 
me about, which occurred on Tremont street, 1 am 
lad. He told me she threw herself upon im, 
aud I said ‘a man wero would receive a woman in 
that manner and kiss ver, would do other things if 
be gota chance. I joined the churen in 1884, and 
kept up my connection till May 24, 1855, but pre- 
vious to January 1 did not take 
avy active part, except in the Sabbath- 
scnool, „here [had a Bibie class. After a time 1 
was couverted. J often found my wite in the pas- 
tor'’sstudy. In October. 1884. In the morning at 
breakfast, Iasked my wifeto accompany me that 
afternoon to tue baby’s grave. She made some 
sarcastic remark, and left the table. That after- 
noon, when I returned, Miss White was there, My 
wife asked me wuy I did not go for her to go to 
the grave, and Y said I bad got through asking 
peopie to go with me if they bad to go to 
ask Mr. Downs before they went. She 
said: ‘Be careful; you know he is your pastor.’ I 
said: And you remember you are my wife.’ After 
that Conversation at tne breakfast table my wife 
took a West End car and went down 
TO MR. DOWNS’ STUDY. 
I received a letter from Mr. Downs dated October 
24. and Ireplied to it on October B. as follows: 
‘Dear Pastor, I consider you as such, beia: my first 
aud O..y pastor, and as you have seen fit to write, 
l treat t with silent contempt, as it de-erves.’ After 
de ding me the letter Mr. Downs never noticed me 
at all. In December, ove Friday evening, Mr. 
Downs was requested to resign, and he made some 
remarks about the disturbances in the cuurch. I 
went up to nim and said, It you have been wronged 
I will stand by you.’ Aly relations with him from 
that time were very iytimete. One Sunday in 
April Mrs. Eaton, wo lived with Mr. Downs, had a 
conversation with me, and, in consequence, I 
suMething to say to my wife. Then I went to see 
Mr. Downs and told him people were taiking about 
uin and my wife, and there oug.t to 
be something done to puta stop:oit. He Said: 
‘People will talk. but there is notning between us.” 
Isaiu: don't care about myself, but you and 
Mrs. Taber ought to care tor yourselves and for My 
house,” 
KE SAID TO ME: 

“You are feeling n-rvous, and ought not to care 
about this.“ Iwent downtoa teachers’ meetin 
one night and Mrs. Taber sat, as she always did, 
beside Mr.Downs, and while we were eati g supper, 
Mrs. Taber, al.udins to me, as I sat opposite 
ber. said: See the fool.“ 

Avou. 9:15 Mrs. Taber went away, and I thought 
she was iu the study. I went there, but all was 
dark, aud then I tuought she had gone home. My 
wife did not come dome that night. Next day I 
ca led to see Mr. Downs at his study. but could get 
no answer, apd then went to Mrs. Young’s, on 
Lynde street. She said she supposed Mr. Downs 
nad sent me word that my wife was sick. Mr. 
-Downs came in while was tere 
and said Mrs. Taber was very nervous 
after the meeting. Mrs. Taber did 
not get home until Saturday mght. The Friday 
evening fol owing I was at the meeting with my 
wife, and Mr. Downs was in the desk. I too«

with me. After service I not.ced Mr. Downs point 
bis thumb lixe that over his snoulder as be went off 
the platform.

Mr. Downs came to 
the door and put me ina little room opposite his 
study.
